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Through a process 
called cell division, 
you divided and multiplied 
and got bigger and bigger. 
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At 18 days, things have 
changed dramatically. 
The red area above is the 
heart in its early stages. 
At this point, it has just 
started to contract. 
In a few days, it will be 
beating a fast rhythm. 



At 30 days, we can 
see the eyes, nose, 
and mouth 
developing. 




We now see the end of 
the embryonic stage. The 
baby's features are more 
defined and the embryo is 
now called a fetus, which in 
Latin means "little one." 



It's important for the 
mama to eat plenty of 
good food to keep her 
and the baby healthy. 








But watch out! Mamas 
can get very hungry! 
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By week 7, the embryo is growing rapidly. 



The Heart 

The heart has been 
beating for a few 
weeks, providing 
blood to the body. 



The Eyes 

The eyes have taken 
shape, and the eyelids 
begin to emerge. 



The Hands 

The hands are still 
developing, with fingers 
beginning to appear. 
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Vertebral Column 

The vertebral column 
gives the body stability 
and contains nerve 
fibers. 



By week 10, there have been 
many changes. 



The Brain 

The number of cells 
in the brain has 
increased rapidly. 



Umbilical Cord 

This is the connection | 
between the mom 
and the baby, where 
nutrients are given. 



The Feet 

The baby now has 
feet and toes. 




Amniotic Sac 

The baby floats in a 
protective fluid filled 
bubble. 



It's time for the mom 
to go to the doctor 
for a checkup. 




If mom or dad have 
any questions, they'll 
ask the doctor and 
get the answers and 
information they 
need. 
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At this point, the baby's 
bones begin to ^^

At almost six months, 
the baby can hear 
music and loud noises. 
Babies often respond 
by kicking and 
rolling.

The body is still underwater, 
and the amount of fluid will 
increase toward the end 
of the pregnancy.

It's possible to see whether 
the baby is a boy or a girl with 
an ultrasound. 




The baby grows up to 
half a pound a week 
during the last month. 
The muscles, skin, and 
bones continue to grow... 
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...right until it's time to 
be BORN!
